The company put a large gang of men to 
work witli .shovels curly in the morning 
and after llioy cleared the track from the 
corner of Yatew and Government streets 
to I'Jscinimnlt tliey went to work on Fort 
street. Before tliLs evening, oven if a 
ihiuv docs not come, the comjiany will be 
running cars as usual on all their lines. 

Till' & N. Railway Company like- 
wise hiul snow drift.s, and some of them 
deep ones, to contend against. Both thi 
north and south bound trains were sev- 
t'ral hours late in reaching their dcsti 
iiiitiOiis, the snow fall on the snnunit 
Iniving been very heavy and drifts block- 
ing the way from Victoria to ^^'('llin^,'lon. 

Travelling on the steamers, however, 
was the most unpleasiint. The City of 
Kingston, which loft Port Townseni'l at 
0:10 niid did not roach here until H on 
t^Jiturday night, made a circle around the 
titrait.s. Besides the driving snow— the 
greatest dread of tlio navigator— a 4 iwl- 
ing gnlo was blowing and tbo steamer 
could make very little hoiidway against 
it. Sbo remained here until 1 yesterday 
jiftenioon. The Clninner, which left 
Yancouver nt 1 on Saturday afternoon, 
did not reach her dock until C yesterday 
morning, having spent the niglit a"t 
anchor in the Pass. The Princess Louise 
from New Westminster also arrived yes- 
terday afternoon, 2-1 hours late. Like 
the Chnmier, she sought shelter from the 
storm. Although, as said, there was a 
gale blowing there was not much of a 
sea in the Gulf or Straits. The Charmer 
missed her Sunday morning trip, but 
left for Vancouver Inst night, the Lou- 
ise's Sunday night trip tcNew West- 
minster Ijclng cancelled. 

The Western Union wire suceumhcd 
to the storm early in the morning ami 
•Manager Deo and Lineman McMieking 
went out to find the break. They found 
several and memled them, but had llinil- 
iy to give up the attempt to get the line 
working, the roads being blocked with 
snow drifts. The C.E.R. also lost their 
Port Angeles wire, but their main lino 1o 
Vancouver, which nros recently put in 
good condition, stood the tes - ami it 
was a, severe one— admirably, 'i hey had 
a good wire right through to Montreal, 
and the southern wire, which was down 
early in the morning, was also working 
before evening. 

The storm, as far as the fall of snow 
was .concerned, was the severest that 
Victoria has experienced in si.K years.

Prince George AViU Rule With nn Iron 
Hand— Moslems Making Hasty .' 
Exit. 

London, Jan. L— Tho island of Crete 
is the scene of an experiment similar to 
tho one to be tried iu Cuba. Prince 
George of Greece, who was formally in- 
stalled this week as high coinmissiouor of 
the powers, seems to appreciate tho fact 
that he has an opportunity to advance 
the prestige of Greece, as well as his 
personal prestige. He hits begun now to 
rul(_' Willi an iron band. 

The Prince found the island honey- 
combed with religious and political fac- 
tions, executing outrages upon the peo- 
ple. He quickly ordered the soldiers to 
adopt drastic measures and announced 
that he would suppress disorder even if 
ho had to turn th(> whole island into a 
liarracks. His policy and Christian i-i.b' 
are so dislasteHil to the Aliisleins that 
they are leaving In droves, and tliero i 
prosiieet that the island will soon b( 
poimliited solely by Christians and that 
they will enjoy prosperity hitherto un 
known to them.

— For the week there 
have been almost continuous diplomat ii 
negotiations iu progress at tbo foreig'i 
oUico between Lord Salisbury and Am- 
bassador Cambon of France. Those 
tv^o i)roud diplomats have been endoav- 
bring to ctTect a settlement of the long- 
standing colonial disputes between Eng- 
land and Franco that have time and 
again almost precipitated war- Ambas- 
sador Canibon left London to-day to re- 
turn to Paris and rejiort to Foreign Min- 
ister Delcasse the rosidts of the negotia- 
tions he has been carrying on with tlie 
British Premier. 

According to information (JjMiued at 
the British foreign oltlce, Lord Salis- 
bury projiosed a general settlement of 
tho disputes, but his terins are such that 
it is not believed li'mnce can accept the 
in^oposals for a general entente, because 
Great Britain demands too niucii nnd 
concedes too little. Salisbury's propos- 
als include the ccssiuu of Gambia, a part 
of Sierra I^eoue, iu Africa, in e.vchange 
for the surrender of all French rights on 
the shores of Newfoundland, except St. 
Pierre-MI(iin?Ioii, which was' to be re- 
talnetl by France, but not to be fortilied. 
France would not be asked to vacate the 
island of Obock, nt the entrance of the 
Rod Sea. 

Lord Salisbury lays claim to a Briti.-h 
sphere of Iiitlnence in Ceiitr.il .Africa cx- 
tonding to the shore of Lake 'J'scbad, 
and in return for this France would be 
granted trading access to the White 
Nile. AA'liile these African dilTeronccs 
were being settled, tho disputes between 
tbo two countries in the Far East, name- 
ly Slam and . China, would be consid- 
ered. 

'The Premier has also iiotiiicd Ihe 
I'l^ench ambassador that the French oii- 
positiiiii to the Anglo-German agreeineiit 
concerning tho I'ortugiiese-.Africaii pos- 
sessions will be ignored. Tho negidia- 
lions for the division id' Portugii.'so tcr- 
rifoiy in South .Africa i.ive prngressed 
recently, and there is good .lutliority tor 
the slatemeiit that |irotoe-jls have bei u 
exchanged between Great Urit.dn and 
Portugal regarding these possi'-isi-ms. 
Britain is to get tbo territory ai-ound 
Delagoa Itay extending as far as the 
tjuillmani" river. 

The Delagoa railway, which was con- 
structed by Col. .AlcMnrdock, an Ameri- 
can engineer, and wrongfully seized by 
the I'ortuguose government, h.is been 
actiuired by un Anglo-German syndicate. 
It Is understood that this syndicate will 
pay the S9,000,000 award of damages 
rendered against tho governnioiit hy the 
Swiss arbitrntioii tribunal for the seiz- 
ure of the railroad. 

In this ilivision of .African territory, as 
.agreed between England and Germany, 
the latter is also to get some rich pos- 
sessions in the rogiiui of Delago.i Bay. 
Gernnmy Is to have the territory extend- 
ing from the northern bank of (Jnill- 
inalie river as far as Ciipe Delgardo.

Jameson 
and Rhodes between them have para- 
lyzed the colonial oflicc for a long time 
to come. Tho franchise ■would, have 
boon extended by this time if there had 
been no lawless invasion by night-ridcrs. 

"'The mining business in 'Transvaal has 
greatly iiniiroved dinging the year, and 
political agitation is tho last thing which 
British Investor" want in that quarter. 
Besides, as tho Sju'ctator reads the les- 
son in an iniprossive tone to-day, the 
united English-speaking race, while 
equal to tho rest of tho world, uihst gov- 
ern with justice, mercy and moderation." 

Mr. Norman, in his cable letter to tho 
'J'inies, takes a more serious view of th(> 
situation than does the correspondent of 
Ihe 'Tribune. Mr. Norman says: " Tho 
killing of tho Englislnnan lOdgar by a 
Itoer iioliceinan is not in itself serious.

monstrous dead.' 

" PresiiU'iit Kniger has expressed in- 
dignation at these abominable utter- 
ances, but several correspondents have 
telegraphed that the relations between 
th(> Boors nnd tho Uitlanders are oneo 
more strained to the breaking point.

T«-elve years afio the 
losses iimouuted (o .$120,000, and the de- 
s(ruction of the building which burned 
again on Friday morning, was included 
in the list. Until Friday the losses for 
1898 amounted to $24,000, with 88 
alarms and tiros. Adding 1>32,000 to this 
sum, brings a total of $50,600 for the 
year.

In a flshcrninn's nook | 1 
la liOndou, we were discussing the height i i 
to which a sulmou could leap, uud an l-hig- i 
llshman stated that ho' had known snlinon i 
to make a clean leap of twenty feet ;!er 
pi iidlcularly. This was questioned hy a 
Seiitcliman present, who said that he had | J 
heeii on many a salmon river, luui said i fi 
that he had never yet seen the salmon j J 
lliiit could clear ten feet perpeudlenlarly. 
Several dltTerent views were expressed up- 
on the subject, and slace that time I hnve 
laken occasion to measure falls In sovcrnl 
rivera wliere salmon were leaning, for the 
imrpose of determining how far a salmon 
can leap. The question allows of some 
elaboration, aad several Important fnctors 
niiist be taken Into consideration. First, 
llie character of the "take-off," or, hi other 
words, the water from which the salmon 
marts below the falls. If he can start from 
a ipilet, deep pool or eddy Just belo-w (ho 
falls, he ca,i niake a much higher leap 
than if he must start from broken water 
or slinllow water.^ In some rivers salmon 
lire much longer and slenderer than in 
ethers, nnd the slender salmon make much 
higher leaps than the more robust ones, 
A fresh run salmon may be so fnt tliat 
he Is clumsy, and not able to do his best 
at leaping, but after three or four -weeks 
spent la the river he may perforin some 
reiniirknble acrobatic feats. In the ^Vashe- 
roolal river 1 have seen salmon (liroivii 
back time and again from a leup of six 
feel, and do not remember ever having 
sraii a salmon make more than an eight 
font leap in thnt river. On the Olomnnn 
ilviu- I have seen salmon thrown back 
Kpealcdly from a leap of ten leet, lint 
having been foiled several times In sue- 
(isslon, these llsh jumped approximately 
fourteen feet on two occasions, nnd sixteen 
feet In one Instance, while I was watclilng 
them. On the Kegnslikn river I have seen 
salmon leap about twelve feet, but in 
this river the leaping place wag not when; 
I could measure the height of the chosen 
!-pot. On the Coal river. In Ncwfoiindlnrd. 
salmon seem to hnve difficulty In clearing 
eight feet of fall, and this Is due probably 
to (he chnrne(er of the rocks beneath the 
fall, hut ns the water from which thoy 
leaped was white water, I could not se? 
the character of the "take-off." On the 
north branch of the number river salmon 
were leaping very much higher with ease 
ever falls similar In character to those on 
the Coal river. 

The highest leaping thnt I ever seen wns 
on the first fnlls of the White Bear river 
111 Labrador. The salmon In this river 
are not large, and the ndult llsli -weigh 
usually from eight to ten pounds; but they 
the very slender, nnd have treiiieailous 
brand tails. A pliotograpli of one of these 
siilinon of ten pounds weight placed by the 
side of a sea tro'Jt four and n half pounds 
weight shows the breath of the tail nnd 
the more graceful outlines of the salmon 
of this river. Iincnsured the height to 
which the salmon were leaping, approxl- 
niati'lv, bv standing above tlii> falls anil 
leltlng my line from the toii of (he fnlls 
Into the pool below, and this Hue was 
iiinrkeil with knots three feet apart, so 
thnt while the distances were not mea- 
sured aeeiiratelv. 1 was able to deterniliio 
that most of tlie salmon leaping the falls 
at (Ills point were making a leap of twelve 
feel. SaluiiHi would frequently lean far 
past this chisen spot Into another chosen 
spot which was approximately 18 feet 
fr.ini the jionl below.

The Itefonuatiou put an end to St. 
Nlchc.las in Knghiiid, ami Santa Clniis 
was only introduced here within the 
Iirespiit century from America, -whither 
J")titch inmiignuits hiul curried it. I,ike 
most Christmas customs, the mysterious 
gifts of Santo Chius have no conuectiou 
with the fosliviil ot Christ's liirlh. 

The nppeaniiice of Santa Cbuis M-ith 
his stout ligure warmly clad in fnis iintl 
woollens, hi.s cheery old face with white 
beard r.nd Iniir, his large hag of presents 
slung over his back, is familiar to every 
cue. Ill Auii.'rica lie is depicted ns tmv- 
clliiig ill a sledge drawn by reindeer 
from his liiniie in tlio snowy .Vortli. In 
iOnglami children hang Iheir stockings 
at the foot of their beds; in .America 
tho whole family suspend their stockings 
from, the mantelpiece of the sitting 
room, to save Santa Claus the trouble 
of aseonding the stairs and entering 
each room to distribute his gifts. 

Ill Holland 011 Christnnis Eve the 
cbildreii, while indulging in varions 
giiiiii's, keep casting anxious gl;iiices at 
the door, as if expecting a visitor. At 
leiiglli their play is hushed hy a loud 
knock nt the door. :inil St. Nicholas, 
clad in his tidscoiial robes, enters, lie 
evinces a wninlcrriil knowledge of the 
fniliugs and virtues of each child, sciild- 
iug nnd ]iraisiiig earli according to the 
merits of their fainilr behavior. I'Miially, 
Iiowever, he bestows his blessing 011 
thein all, and, iiroiuisiiig to give each a 
present on the next morning, lie disaii- 
pe.irs. Before retiring to rest that night 
e;\cli member of the family places one' of 
bis or her siloes on llie lable in llie jiar- 
lor. Tluy door is tlieii locked; lint, nev- 
ertheless, the next morning proves the 
truth of Santa Claus' promise, for iu 
each shoos ia found a present for its 
cwiior. 

In (ieriaany, also, Siiiita Claus appears 
in the Bishop's co.stnine of bis prototype, 
St. Nicholas. Invading tin- family circle, 
he shows bow earnestly he has watched 
over it during the yt'iir by praising the 
good children and puuisliing the oanghty.

Tlic year ISOS has not been innrkrd 
by iiiiy 'special features in Imperial iioli- 
tics, if ■Nvo oxct'pt llie rctiromciil of Sir 
AVillliim VeriHin Jliiri-ourl from Ihe lo:ul- 
orshij) of the Liljcrul party. The great 
significance of 'this lies in the fact that 
it may be tniltcii as Indicating thnt a now 
oni in Brltisli politics is at liiuid. I.il)- 
oriilism, as it has been iiiidorstdoil in thi- 
United Kingdom, lias not been mtidi 
cli-c tlinn an expression of the views of 
Mr. Oliirlstone. He was tlio Lilionil 
jinrly. ^Vhon ho was (•oiiiiidleil \<y :u\- 
vniu ini; years to abtiiciitf thi' loadorsliip. 
il, \\;is I'vidcnt that the life iif tlu> or^-aii- 
izalinn well iiitili nUL-hcil its limit. 

AVlieii lie (lioil il cvidfut that lu? hail 
left MO successor, aieauwhilo tlio t'lui- 
servalive party lias been strenRtlu'nii.K 
its linld iii)aii juililic i-Diiruh'iici' in ii 
iiiaiiiicr tliiit soLMiis liliily l" ii'y^' il i' 
very ioiiji liMisc oC powor, unless siinir 
unforeseen sird<loiit happens, tinnt 
Britain needs now more tlnm niiytliint,' 
cliiu II slroii!,', ilKiuirh not awres^sivo. fur- 
eitrn poliey. aiul no nuni in ijuhlie life 
seems likely to ho alile to meet oxpi'eta- 
tioiis ill that ref-'urd better than the !Mar- 
quis of Salisbury. Mr. Chaniherlain 
has on several occasions seemed to cati li 
the popular tone more accurately than 
liis chier, but the nation is not yot ready 
for his Iciuiersliip. The year closes witli 
tlie futaro of one of the ^'reat liisl.irie 
parties very uncertain, and chielly l)o- 
eaiise there is no oae to lead it, no oiu' 
10 suj:;;est new issues. W'c will learn in 
tlie fuliiro ^vhat this means for the na- 
tion. Cor it is certain that wo eaiuint at 
this time forecast the result of the pass- 
\ng of Gladstone out o! British iiolities. 

In Canada tiio year lias [iresi-ntcd no 
striliinj; political foatnres from a fodoral 
.xwint of view. There were the usual 
number of bye-elections, but none that 
"thro-\v- any special lifilit upon the trend of 
.public opinion. The .Vnglo-Ainorieaii 
oonforcnce can hardly be called a politi- 
cal (n'eut, in the sense in which tllC term 
is generally omidoycd in. Canada, It is 
likely to be the most iniportant incident 
in connection -with the all"iiirs of tlie Do- 
minion that has tninspired in a decade 
or iiioro. No matter what solutioiiof the 
•questious under consideration is arrived 
at the eCcct upon tlic relations of the 
.States and Canada cannot fail to lie 
lasting. The inauguration of Impi'rial 
..penny postage, f<jillowed tin New Year's 
©ay by the iustitutioin of a two-cent rate 
to all points in the United States and 
Canada is an event of sulllcient note tu 
make the year notable, 

In the polities of the several provinces 
I he noteworthy features wore the olcc- 
l.ions in Ontario and British Columlii.i. 
'The former were of special interest, be 
■cause they appear to give proof that a 
^reat eliaiip! is cominR over the mi ml 
of the people of Ontario. The Lilicral 
liarty have had a IraiK lease of power in 
that province, but as in Great Britain 
with Gladstone, bis party passed away, 
so in Ontario, witli ^^owat the Liberal 
hold upon the public coididciiee seemed 
to l)p loosened. It is true that tlie gov- 
ernniciit lias been able to slrenKthcii its 
position in the house, iind now appears 
likely to be able to carry on successfully 
Kluring the life of the present legislature, 
but a prophetic eye is not rc(iuiied to 
enable any one to see that Ontario seems 
to be on the eve of an important politieal 
change. British Columbia presented the 
political sensation of the year. An elec- 
tion resulted in a very remarkalilo di- 
vision of tlie leg-isia ture. Tlie occasions 
liave l)ccn very few inilooil on wliidl a 
jiewly elecle(l house lias hecn divided 
equally between the parties, and this ni- 
most nnprccedented condition was fed- 
lowed by an imprecpdonted series of in- 
cidents, The government leil liy Mr. 
Tm-iier \vas dismissed, .\Ir. I'.caveu, 
though not in the liouse, was called uiim 
to form a new ministry, and having fail- 
ed in doing so, Mr, Semlin was aslii d 
til uiiilerlake tlie task. The iiiiiii<lry 
fdvpied in I.Stl.S is notable; in tlic annals 
ot liritisli Cohuiibia as ixMiig the cniy 
one in wlii(di ncdllier \'icloria nor Vaii- 
<'ouver Island has been leprcscnlod by a 
< abiiict nllicer. 

In the United States llie political s;'a 
has been singularly calm, doubtless he- 
eauso the minds of the .people were too 
deeply occupied with the war ami thi> 
liroWenis arising out of it to give tludr 
usii;il consideration to jiarty issues. As 
a rule, "(iff years"— that is, years lic- 
tween the presidential elections— result 
adversely to the parly in power, Imt al- 
tlioiigb 1898 was an " olT year," the fall 
elections st rengtliciied the hold cit the 
ailiniiiistration and the Kepublic;iii party 
upon tlie affairs of the nation, and scciu 
likely to have secured that political or- 
ganization control of the govcrftmcnt for 
the next decade. 

Kxccpt In France, whoso affairs have 
lieen alreaily refcrreil to. politics in <'i>!-.- 
tineiital I'lnrope iiavi> not hccii at. an 
jicule stage during the year. .Vaslro- 
ritingary witnessed some rsitliOi*' serious 
incidents, which scenuMl lo thri!atea llie 
periimncncy of the union of the nvo 
coiintrios, but unless tlicy iiave coatrib- 
nletl to the a<'einiiiibil ioii of dilllculties 
whiili eV(M-y one hclieves will present 
Ibcinsclvcs for solution, the inoniciit liie 



Kuiporor Franz Josef dies, thoy cannot 
be said to have been specially moment- 
ous. The defeat of Spain has left that 

country in an extremely delicate condi- 
tion, but the people have liorne llie ilis- 
astcr with much greater patience than 
any one supposed possible. '. .-It would be 
folly to suggest that the future of the 
Spiuiish monarchy is likely to be pe-ico 
fill, but in chrcniicling the events of 
ISUS, it mast be admitted that, .so far a.s 
her domestic affairs arc concerned, Spain 
to all outward seeming Is ',n no greater 
danger than she was at the be-;-iridng of 
the year from internal dissensions. 'I'liere 
may be movements on foot that the 
world docs not see. In lierniany the 
year has been remarkably ipiiet, and the 
candid reviewer nuist concede that tlie 
Kaiser has displayed during the twelve- 
niontli many of tlie attributes of a aiie- 
cessful ruler. The gre.it event in con- 
nection with Itiissia during the year was 
the Czar's pro|iosal for a gem'ral dis- 
armament, l.'ntil the repri'seiitaliv"s of 
the powers have nii't, it will lie inipos- 
silde lo make even the most .gtoieral 
guess at the result. It is, however, 
surely a matter of great human interest 
that such a proposal has been made frr)m 
such a source, and that the nati') is to 
whom it has been addresseil have con- 
sented to participate in a conference to 
discuss it- This proposal is " sui ^-eu- 
eris," and will serve to mark the year 
[.•^llS ciins|)ici#usly in history. Italy has 
liad a i|iiicl .\'ear, and no coiuiiry needed 
one more, ller contributions to the iiis- 
toricjd importance of 1898 are, so far as 
can now he seen, of no great moineol 
Turkey has tilled a very considcr.ilili 
phice in tin; piildie eye, chielly liceausi 
of the incidents connected with the island 
of Crete. The operations of liie lieets 
of llic powers in Cretan waters were a 
fcaiurc "(' the .vcar, and in ■oiiuci-nr 
Willi tliciu the arrest and piinisliiueiit 1 
liangiii.i; of .Mussulmans on Turkish soil 
for the murder of Christians may be 
iiieiilioiied as of historical inlercM, be- 
cause it is the flrst <'ase of tlie kind on 
record. It is true that the arrest, trial 
and punishnient were all under the dircc 
tioii of llie r.ritisli admiral, but this due 
not detract in any sense from the ini 
portauce of the incident. The other 
European nations haVe bad very quiet 
years, from a ]iolitieal point of view. If 
one jndi;ed only from what has found 
its way into the newspapers in this part 
of the world, we might almost have for- 
gotten that they had independent politi- 
cal e.xisrence. If it be true tlnit " liaiipy 
is a nation whoso annals are not glori- 
ous," certainly the minor powers of 
ICuropc must have bad very agreeable 
experiences during 1898. 

Outside of China, to whicli loferenri 
was made in a previous arliide, llierc ha.' 
hei>n little of serious importance in ii 
liolitical sense in the record of Asia dnr 
iug the year. But while this is said, 
it must also be stated that Asia Is rapid 
ly becoming a geographical expression 
for the iiosses.sions of four jiowers. 
These iiowers are (ireat Britain, Bus- 
sia, Japan and China. There can hardly 
hereafter be such a thing as Asiatic 
politics !is distinct from those of tin 
great powers of hlurope and .VuHudca. 
For the most part the year has lieiui a 
quiet one in Africa, outside of the Xih 
valley. There npi)eared danger of seri- 
ous trouble bctwe(ui Great Britain and 
h'rance on the -Niger, but it was keiit 
within the domain of politics, or rather 
of diplomacy, and adjusted- withotit^fB- 
ciilty. The year closes with signs Of 
fresh tnmlil(> in connection with tlie 
Transvaal. Central America and South 
America were exceptionally quiet during 
bS'.is. veral revolutions occurred, but 
none of them had serious results. There 
seemed at one time the clianco of !i 
tilitiea between Chili and Argentina 
over a lioundary ([uestion, but they havi 
so f.ir been avoided. Brazil, wliicdi last 
year promised to bo a scene of troubl 
has been conspicuously quiet. 



THE DEAD OF 1898. 

To pretend to give anything like a com 
prehoiisive list of the notable deail nf tin 
.vear just closed is out of the (piestiou 
A few names naturally suggest them 
sidves. First among these is thnt of 
Gladstone, that great British coninioner 
whoso memory will ever be clicrislicd by 
those who value iiil<'grily of life, lofty 
ciini-age, si;;nal and varied talent, and 
(•(inseieiitious public service. Followiii;; 
him cdosely lo the grave came Bismarck, 
the "man of blood and iron," the makiu 
of the Gcnnan empire. It has b(>en 
given lo few centuries to produce t 
siicli niasliM- minds as Gladstone and 
I'dsmandc, and it would puzzle the clos 
est student of history to point to a yeai 
which witnessed the extinction of tw. 
siiidi great political luminaries. 

'I'wo of I'hirope's queens, or. more cor 
rectly speaking, an empress and a iiucen 
passed away during the past twelve 
month. One, the Empress of Austria, 
was the victim of an assassin; the otb 
the Queen of Denmark, died in llie ipii(M 
of lier palace home, surrounded by thosi 
slie loved. Both were women who wer( 
able to gain the affection and esteem o 
tlie people, although they were ra<lically 
different in character. 

Canada has lost some of her most dis 
tiiiguished sons. Among them we recall 
Sir Adolf Chaplenu, Dalton McCarthy 
JI. I'\ C. Caimn'on and Senator Macfar 
lane, the latter being one of tlie "Fathers 
of Coil federat ion." lirilish ("ol.inibia 
w.is called upon to nioiirn the death of 
one of Inn- former premiers and most, dis- 
tinguished jurists, Theodore Davie, 
Chief .Tustice.

rilE INVENTION OF THE YEAR. 

It seems probable that the year 1S',)S 
has witnessed an invention that wi 1 be 
rcvnlulioiiary in its offccls. Tlio rcfer- 
eiici' is to llie liipiefying of air into a 
coiuniercial product. For a long lime 
liquclied air has been a theoretical jiro- 
duct of the laboratory, and it has been 
proilnced in liiniled fpianlities in cxpeii- 
meiils, lint it rciuaiiieil for this ytwv to 
bring about the prodiudion of it in sulli- 
cient quantities to be of service for nie- 
clianical purposes and at a cost whiih 
renders the use of it possible in industrial 
art. The statciinuil is made tliat not 
only has this been done, but means have 
been invented of emjiloying it in cou- 
ueclioii with machinery. 

It is Impossible to limit the possible 
uses of this discovery. Il scinis certain 
tliat it will drive steam oiil of use to a 
vm-y large extent, as well as take the 
place of ordinary explosives for many 
purposes. Those of us whose 
memories go back beyond the time when 
electricily -w.-is employed for no jniriiose 
except teli-grapliy. ami iherefore are able 
to comprehend what results follow from 
the introduction of«a new mechanical 
force into the arts, can perhaps form 
sinne faint conception of the conse- 
(pieiices likely to follow from the use of 
liipielied air as a new motive power. If 
we use coal lo create power, we destroy 
the material with which tlie power is 
created, but if we can use the atmos- 
phere as a source of supply, we arc 
drawing from an inexhaustible fountain. 
Air tlial has been used in a liiiuclied form 
simply becomes atmospheric air again 
and may be used over and over again an 
unlimited number of times, if wo can 
catch it. There is little doubt that ISli,'-!, 
as the year wliicli witnessed the sueci'ss- 
ful production of liquefied air as a com- 
mercial iiroduct for industrial uses will 
ever be memorable for that reason In the 
history of human industry.

People in Victoria re- 
member very well how a few years ago 
Kootenay's prospects were latighod at 
when it was predicted what a magnifi- 
cent future was before that wondrous 
country— but no one latighs now when 
even greater predictions are made. So it 
Is on Vancouver Island, and five years 
from now people will wonder why they 
bad not been far seeing enough to take 
advantage of the golden opportunities 
that are now oftering. 

A sign of the times Is the movement 
that is being randc to secure a govern- 
ment mint for Victoria, a matter of the 
greatest importance for the city, as it 
would be the moans of inducing return-

The Itaven, owned by Messrs. Illewett 
and others, and the Spratt Company's 
properties have leases on them lo llie 
Everett smelter peoiile on a royally 
basis. The .same people have a lease on 
Ihe Iron Mine property on the southwest 
side of the island and have sub-let a 
conlract to got out 5,000 tons of iron 
ore f4)r use in the smelter. On this same 
Iron Mine is a body of copper-gold on 
which is being worked. 

The Surprise, belonging to oiglit Co 
niox men, has a shaft down SCO feet and 
about 600 of 800 feet of drifting, show- 
ing up an immense body of ore, besides 
1,000 tons out on the dump. Xo sliip- 
ping is being done, the owners prefer 
ring to await the advent of smelter or 
concentrator for the island, so as to get 
the most benefit for their outlay. 

The Silver Tip group alongside has 
under .Tames Findlay's superintendence.

On the niiiinland coast all eyes of 
course are on the Dorothy Morton. It 
is a sort of Coast prize mine, and its suc- 
cess or failure will pretty well make or 
break the Coast, at least temporarily. 
Large sums of money have been spent 
to iirove this mine, and tin? crisis is near 
at hand. The mine is ex])ecleil to pro- 
duce a gold briid; next month. A large 
iimount of intelligent exploilalion has 
been iHit in on the Dorothy Morion and 
the size of Ihe brick meiilioned will no 
doubt di'leriiiiiie Ihe amount of extra 
capital lo lie invested in llio Dorothy 
Morton as well as the other Coast mines.

SAN JUAN. 

The nearest West Coast mining 
trict to Victoria is that of the Gordon 
river and San Juan, where quite a lively 
impetus has been given to the dovelop- 
ment of chiims by the promising pros- 
pects discovered. Tlie district is too new 
yet to have any shipping mines, but the 
outlook is excellent. Among the copper 
claims are the Corbett, belonging to 
Messrs. West & Deakin, about four 
miles from the mouth of Gordon river; 
the Black Prince, owned by Wui. Lori- 
mer, live miles from the mouth of Gor- 
don river; the Itose and .Ten claims. 
(iwii(?d liy II. Y2, Xcwioii, and also some 
other valuable cofiper proiierties own- 
ed by Herryman and Carter about twelve 
miles from the mouth of the river; claims 
on Bugaboo creek, a tributary of the 
Gordon. Besides the copper a rich ledge 
of steel galena wtis fmind on the Gor- 
don by Mr. .John Braden. The geologi- 
cal formation of the Gordon river north 
of Bnnlen crook is syenite and diorito 
until Italph's lino is reached, when dykes 
of trap and limestone are freiiuenlly 
met with.. The heavy growth of undor- 
brush makes the prospccling very dilll- 
cult, but th(> cniiper, gold and silver 
mineral claims on the river will in a 
few years surpriso the mining world. 
Liirgc bodies of copper and galena were 
located last summer, but owing to the 
rough nature of the banks of the Gor- 
don river nothing can lie done to ilevelnii 
Ihe prospects until a pac'k trail is made 
along Iho cast bank of the river. A 
well known iiiiiiiiig man was saying the 
other day that when a few settlers go 
into a district Ihey get a gi'ant for a 
read but, the miner dues imt get the 
same clnince. .Mr. h'raiik Mctjuillaii, 
who has travelled all over the .Mlierni 
country and thriiiiL:h the West Coast 
dislrii'ls until he is Iboroughly ^\•<■U ae- 
iiuiiniled with it, stiys Unit if the gov- 
ernment would make a grant of .'^12,0(10 
(the sum iiaid by free miners for li- 
eonscs on the Island last year) for a 
trail llirougli the centre of the Ishuid it 
Would be iif immense help to the pros- 
pector. The trail eiiuld easily be made, 
lie says, from Cowiehan hike to Alberni; 
from there to I'aylor river; west to lOlk 
riv(-r and bv crossing a divide not more 
than ,",00 feel high Matclialet lake could 
be reached, and from there to Quatsino. 
Tlie government beiielits by the staking 
out of claims and the trail would make 
the way of Ihe prospector far e.-isier 
than at present and would give him a 
way to lake in prospective buyers who 
do nut care to face the hard tratii]i. Ih it 
must ninv be taken through the thick 
underbrush for so long a distance be- 
fore Ihey can roach the claims they wish 
to see. 



Vale district has scon a great deal of 
mining development in tlu; twelve months 
that have just passed. This is especi- 
ally so in thir soiilhcru part, which is 
now spoken of in general ienns as Ihe 
Boundary Creek country. This is in- 
tended to include also tjio Osoyoos di;i- 
sion, which contains l''airview, Ctimp 
McKinney and other camps in l!ic vicin 
ily. as well as the Li rand Forks and Ket 
ill' river district. 

.Vt h'airvicw, where the govcrnmesit 
gold comuiissioner for the souihern por- 
tion of Yale has his ollice, is quite a nice 
townsite, with a really line hotel, and 
with water-iiipes laid in the streets. It 
is the centre of an extensive di;itrict, in 
wliieh a great deal of niining work is 
under progress, and lias a impiilation of 
some :il)IJ [leople, .Messrs. Dicr and 
Davidson first drew attcnliDu to this 
part by the Tin Horn mine, on whicli a 
great deal of work has boon done, and a 
fine mill, with eight two-stamp batteries, 
capable of treating 00 tons of ore a day, 
has been erected. 

'J'he district immediately around Pair- 
view has free milling ore, and the con- 
sequence is that quite a number of mills 
lia\ e been put up. On the .loo Dandy, 
Lord Sudley has 2(1 mon at work, and 
a lit stamp mill is erected. Then there 
is the .'-"muggier groui», witli a 20-stainp 
mill and with 1.") or '2Ct mca employed; 
and llie Siratlieyre has n 10-stamp mill. 
There lias also been a eolitriiet made for 
a small mill fur the Oro Kino group. 

In the iiast few days a big deal has 
beni put llirougli, by wliieli rbe l.'i 
mines eiiiiiprising the VN'inehester. Tin 
IIdi-ii, Ciimstuek and .Maniniutli einnpan- 
ies and four oilier claims have been eon- 
Davidson throwing in their townsite, 
solidaleil in one big eompaiiy, Dier 
waterworks, hotel, their franchise for 
electric power and lighting, and •Kit) acres 
of coal land williii-i fniir miles of I'air- 
vii'w. 

The Stemwiiider mine, oiu' of litis 
group, has' an immense body of free mill- 
ing oro showing. Like the rest of ih- 
district, this ore is low graile, but in such 
quiintities that it can be handled at the 
mill very clieaiily at an immense prolit. 

Besides these, two Knglish companies 
have bought properties lately aud fonned 
companies for working them, Mr. De- 
wart, of Toronto, has formed a company 
to work the Flora and two other clnims, 
and altogether there will bo eight com- 
panies in active operation by the spring, 
and all on a largo scale. 

At Camp McKinney the well known 
Cariboo mine is going alioad steadily, 
with 20 stamps pounding -iway at tlie 
ore, which averages ?16 a ton. Several 
other companies have organized rind are 
working in the vicinil.v. 

-Vt Greenwood a lot of development 
work has been done, but here, as well as 
at other camps whm-e the ore is a Siuelt- 
ing _ pro]iositioii, ami therefore inust 
await railway conimunication to be 
worked lo advtinlagc, there is naturally 
no shipping being done. It is under- 
stood that the railway will he in opera- 
lion between l''airview and I'entictoii, 
however, Ibis year, and then Boundary 
Creek people will begin, to reap the re- 
ward of their labor. 

The town of Grand Forks has a popu- 
lation now of nearly 1,(1(111 iieople, and 
has its own electric light plant and 
waterworks. It is only a coupli' of 
weeks since news wtis published of the 
organization in .Monlrenl of a company 
lo erect a smelter in the %'ieinilv of 
Grand h'nrks. This siueller is In have 
a cai)acity of not less tliiin 1!(H) lous a 
day, and is principally to treat the ore 
of the Old Ironsides and Knob Hill 
mines. The Knob Hill was the first 
location at Greenwood, and development 
wius started on the Old Ironsides last 
sriring. Tho two companios operate to- 
gether a 10-drill compressor plant, and 
between I hem they have now a couple 
of lliotisanil Ions of ore on the dumps. 

-Vt lioth Brown's .and Wellington camp 
a good deal of work is going on, while 
at the British Columbia, at Summit 
eamip, no less than 1(1,000 tons of ore 
are on the diim|i. Tlie niining outlook 
of tlie whole iMstrirt is exceptionally 
good, and with a railway to bring the 
coke from the Crow's Xest and lo gel 
supplies in elieaiily, the huge ore bodies 
of the Biiuiidary countVy will produce 
such an amount of wealth that will very 
largely add lo the mineral production of 
Ihe province.

The Wakefield ami Cali- 
fornia, too, lire folln^viiig in their foot- 
steps. The \\'liitewater Mines. Ltd., 
have their concent i-ator working, tind, as 
for Ihe past, two years, their output is 
as cerlain as it is pleasant to the own- 
ers. The Wliilewater Deei), having 
proved Ihe conlinuanee of thi' vi'in in 
depth are preparing to work nn a huge 
scale. But of the wealth of this district 
not a tithe has been told. There is not 
a prospect in il. where the surface show- 
ings gave promise of value, that has 
failed to reward its owner when seien- 
tifically and energetically ■\vorkeil. The 
Slocan is destined to be the premier 
galena country of the world, and noth- 
ing can defeat its destiny. Large bod- 
ies of oro and high values place it bo- 
yond the power of the Ihictnalions in 
the price of silver lo retard its advance- 
ment. 

Throughout all the various districts 
of West Kootenay gratifying progress 
lins been made during the year, and with 
tho advent of the Crow's Nest Pass 
road, to bring in cheap coke, the smell-

One of tlie greatest drawbacks to the 
development of a miueriil country ia the 
.want of communication and uutil proper 
itranspoftation f Acilities are afforded it is 
'tree milling quarts to get claims de- 
veloped a.5 they would bo were there 
plenty of raiiroads to cheiipen freight. 
That want of coaimunicatiou has been 
largely the Mason wliy Bast Kootenay 
hitherto has not taken a more prominent 
place in the miuonil output of the prov- 
ince; but now by the building of llic 
Crow's Nost road a change has como 
ovejf the scene and not only will East 
Kootenay's metallic mines be opened at 
a quiclcor rate, but the vast stores of 
coal now made available by the rail- 
way Clin furnish coke in inexluiustible 
quantities, with tJio natural result that 
the snioltin;? industry of the province 
will benelit immensely and bo placed in 
a position that it otherwise could never 
reach. At Michel creek at the extreme 
eastern boundary of the district a num- 
ber of oanncl coal seams only have been 
found so far ibut at Fernie a railwaj- 
from the O. P- R. runs up C3oal creek 
to the coal mines which lie on both sides 
of the valley, the seams being from six 
to thirty foet tliick of first class coal oC 
an excellent coking tjuality and exceed- 
ingly low in ush. So desirable is it tliat 
Jim Hill, the railway magniito. has his 
eye on the fields and aims to bo si rival 
there of the C. I'. K. it" ho lau. The 
coal lies in nn ideal position for choai)- 
ness of working. AUeiuIy 100 coko ov- 
ens have been put up an<i the company 
are going to erect another hundred. There 
are working now in 1,800 foot .tikI a 
big saw mill is also oroctod by C. P. K. 
interests. With tho Crow's Nost rail- 
way now running into West Kootonny, 
the coal fields will see a constantly in- 
creasing hum of industry. 

At Elko on the iOlk river there are 
quite a number of promising copper 
claims, tlie Burton being tlio principal 
and there aro a series of niinos to the 
north of tho railway all tho way to hort 
Steele. Fort Steele liolils its own as 
a busy contro, notwithslaiidinfr the 
healthy and lively ravalry of Ci-iubronl<, 
the new town that sprang up on ilio rail- 
way. On tlio Movie lake cluinis, of 
which the principal is tlio now well- 
known St. Eugene miito. a large body of 
galena ore has been exposed and a wag- 
on road is being built up to it. the in- 
tention being to start on? shipments this 
year. There are a iiumljor of good pros- 
pects on Porrj- crook and tlioro are a 
good manv strung up the valley to Mark 
creek. Although there is no railway 
yet at the North Star mine, out! of tho 
best known of tho East Kootenay pro- 
])erties, a lot of devolopmoiit work is 
in progress and a considerable ciunntity 
of galena ore has been Kliippe<l to the 
North Star landing above Fort Steele 
on tlie Columbia river and there sliippod 
by steamer to Jennings, llailway sur- 
veys, however, have been made from 
Cranbrook and also from another point 
nearer Fort Steele to tho North Star mill 
with a view to giving a better outlet for 
tho North Star and for the adjommg Sul- 
livan group which carry ore of a suMiiar 
character. 

Further up the St. Mary river are good 
prospects, and quite a lot of work has 
been done by O. H. Polteu on Alki 
creek and also by Oapt. Petty on Pyra- 
mid creek where he has a force of meta 
at work. 

"Very fair results have been obtained 
from prospecting up the Wild Horse, 
north of Fort Steele, but no shipments 
are at present being made. Steady op- 
erations aro continued on tlie Nip and 
Tuck hydraulic property and the Chi- 
nese placer claim on Wild Ilorso, and 
there aro several other promising loca- 
tions up th(! east fork of Wild Horse. 
There has boon quite a lot of develop- 
ment, tf>o, done along Tracy crook, of 
which the Estolla is one of the principal 
claims. 

The groat attraction during tho year for 
prospectors was tho Windermere dis- 
trict, where some very pretty copper, 
silver and load lias been found. Among 
these properties is tho Pretty Girl, upon 
which Mr. MitchcU-Innes has had a tun- 
nel of 200 foot driven and opened out a 
body of nice ore. A shipment of ga- 
lena very high in silver was made by 
steamer from the Delphine, but owing 
to low water the steamer grounded and 
tho ore is now on the bank awaiting 
spring navigation opening. All over the 
district there are numerous prospects 
staked out and in the neighborhood of 
Gilden are some fine copper properties, 
while Major Clohcey has a number of 
men developing properties twelve miles 
from Boar crook. 

Taking everything into account the out- 
look for Bast Kootenay for the coming 
season may be well summed up in the 
one expressive word — splendid.

Mr. Ezra Evans took out .•?:!,000 in 
throe weeks out of tlie crook. 

Tho civek at present cuts through the 
ancient elianiiel at dilV.'rent points, where 
this oc'jiK's very rich bars have boon 
found. 

'J'liis district lies between Cariboo nn 
the soutii, which lias yielded iiiillions in 
the past, and is now yielding huiidreds 
of thousands, where some of the most 
extonsive liydrnulio operations iu the 
world are carried on, ami in course <>f 
construction. On tlio north and west it 
is bounded liy tho Cassiar gold liclds mid 
the world famous Kloiidiko. 

'J'ransportation.— 1. Ry coast steamer 
to Essington, GOO mHos, then river 
stoamor to Hazelton, ISO miles to head 
of river navigation on the Skeena, then 
by trail to Germansea and Mnnson 
Creeks, 150 miles, and Ftodlay river, 
210 miles, or 100 miles by trail to the 
Omonica River, then down the river SO 
miles to Gernjansea Landing, and 100 
miles by river to Pete Toy's Bar, all 
down stream. .„ , 

2. Alternate Routes. — C. P. R. to 
Ashcroft, 200 miles from Vancouver, 
then wagon road to Soda Creek, 170 
miles, then boat to QuesnoUe, (10 miles, 
then trail to JIanson Creek, 320 miles, 
Germansen Creek, 8 miles, Findlay 
River, 80 miles further. 

3. To Findlay River.— Boat to Soda 
Creek to Giscom Portage, 180 miles, 
Portage, 7% miles, good wagon road, 
then water 190 miles to mines, down 
stream.

Cost o^ TransiMJrt.— Last season from 
Victoria to Manson and Germansen it 
cost lOVi cents per pound, and 111 cents 
to Findlay river. Contracts made for 
next season at 10 cents to VJ. cents for 
Manson and Cermanseu. 

Climate.— The climate is all that could 
be desired; no oxtreiiios. ''J'lio days dur- 
ing the sumnier months, tliough warm, 
aro not uneoiiifortably lioL-SO degrees 
in tho shade is uhout the oxtreiiie. The 
niglits aro so co<d that a lilanket is ao- 
ceptablo. In wip.tei- the weather is clear 
and sunny, although sonu-liiaes the glass 
drops to .'iO degrees below zero; as a rule 
tho weather is not severe. Cattle can 
livo out until Christinas, and in March 
they can be turned out again. Tho 
winter is the best seiisun for all timber 
work. 

I havo myself lived nndor caiivas in 
all seasons of tho year in that country. 
Last season from Feliniary l.-it to Oc- 
tober l.")th I did not sloop in a house 2.") 
days. In fact for surveying Jiiid trav- 
(■lling the winier is hy far the best time. 
There is no mud, muskeg or brush in the 
wa.v. Mining and diteliiiig can be car- 
ried on friMii the middle of April to the 
middle of December, although it might 
not bo possible to clean up as late in the 
season as that. This gives eight months 
for mining and four mouths for timber 
work. 

Came and Fish.— There are plenty of 
fish, trout and while llsh. Cariboo are 
l.'l-enty and soiii(> moose; plenty of geese, 
dindis, and six variotios of grouse. 

Crass and Hay. — There is plenty of 
grass along the trails for pack annuals ; 
in idaces plonty oC hay can bo put up. 

Vogolables.— Vegetables oC all kinds 
can bo grown to porfoction; also oats, 
biirley, timothy and clover. 

Snow and Rain. — Tho snow fall is 
from three feet on tho loTid to (en iwt 
on tho luouiialins, thus kepjiiiig the frost 
from going deep into the ground, and in- 
suring plenty of water for mining pur- 
poses all the season. 

K. <;. McCoiinol, I!.;\., Geological Sur- 
vey, iiiirt C, s.ays: "No ore iiiiiiiiig has 
so far been atteniptod in the' Oniiiieea 
regions, owing Io (vant of triiusportalion 
facilities, although (he oxistonco of latgi' 
vehis of highly argentiferous galena has 
been known for many yours." 

Ho also says: "The nuriferous gravel 
undorlying the boulder elay. on Manson 
and Gerniansen crqtiksvhtive a wide 'dls- 
trilniticui and promjse favorable results 
if worked on a ■suHlclently ■ large scale 
♦ * •* Water ciinirbiS-'Obtaincd almost 
anywhere from ■ mountain streams and 
lakes within roasouablc distance." 



Another ^.-eat advantage for hydraulic- 
ing in thii country is that there are no 
grangers tto object about tailings. 

Mr. 'G. F. Venosta, who spent last 
season "in the Omineea, has got a very 
high 'opinion of the country as may ha 
seen ifrom tho following account ho has 
written for the Colonist. Ho and Mr. 
liionemaim recently left for England in 
connection witli their interests iu tho 
Ominoca. Jlr. Veuosta writes: 

As so many exaggerated reports have 
been circulated ia regard to the Omineea 
tlistrict, I have been asked to give my 
oxperienco in (lio distriet this year. 

The first boom iii_ Ominoca occurred 
during 187(1 and l.S7.'J, and during that 
time oxciling scones wore witnessed and 
fortunes quickly made. Towns- at once 
s[u-uiig up on Gemiansen und Manson 
crooks, and the following amounts of 
g<dd were taken put: Geruumsou creek, 
.tll.UOO.OOO; Manson creek, $750,000 
Black Jack Gulch, .?600,000. 

The iKjpulation then was about SOO, 
and projierlies could only be workoi' 
wiiich yielded iniineuso aiiiour.ts per day 
as aJl food had to bo iiacked in on back, 
a distance of some (iOO miles; the ("ari- 
hoo road not being in existence llieii. 

'JMien came word of the (,'assiar di 
coveries and Ihi? Omiiiec.-i country, willi 
all its we.'iltli, was left iu the hands of 
tliroo old-timers, who wore ipiito cun- 
tentod with their surroundings. Siicli 
was tho condition of things until l.SOIj, 
when tho Forty-Third and the Omineea 
(consolidated Hydraulic Mining eoin- 
l)any hogai) oiierations. Last year 
others. Wlion I reached Omineea in 
1S!IS I was quick to see the opiiurluiiities 
which presented theinsi'lves, and none 
too (piick, either, as others on the loi»k- 
out for rich diggings arrived, including 
Jlossrs. More and O. P. Perry, who rep- 
resented tho St. Anthony Exidoraiion 
Co., of San Francisco; Mr. Cuppage, 
out for a large English syndicate; Mr. 
.Maiiii.set, out for the Ounudian Devolop- 
luont company; Mr. Owens, for Ash- 
croft caiiiialists, and several others. 
Every one of these gentlemen have ex- 
inessed theniselves as iiKU'o than eon- 
tented, and havo si'i-ured property which 
will he tin' iiK'ans <if their reniriiiiig next 
year to do work on an exti'iisive scale. 
-Mr. More, who is well known in S.mii 
Fraiieisco and New York, ami whose 
O])inion satisfies the most careful invest- 
ors in those towns, says: " Omineea is 
without a doubt tho finest hydraulic 
country I have over couio across." Look- 
ing ovi'r some of the « ell-known creeks, 
I will begin witli Manson creek, wbieli 
was worked this year liy Kavanagh un- 
der ver.v adverse circiimstauees, and 
even then liS ounces were taken out in 
20 (lays' lU'tu.'il work. 'I'his jirojierty 
beloiigs to tho Omineea Cousolidated 
Mining (.'o. 

(Jermanseii creek proved to be llie 
rioliost iu the district, and can generally 
be said to bi; shallow, iiltliiMigli ver.v 
deep towards its mouth. High gravel 
benches and banks extend all along it.s 
course, nnd carry gold almost from grass 
roots to bed rock. The creek bod is 
secured by tho St. Anthony Exploration 
company, while a syndicate consisting 
of Sir (Mmrles II. Tapper, Sir G. Robert- 
sou and otliers have claims which will 
be worked this .vear. 

,'^l.•lte creek was discovered about the 
snmo time as Manson creek, but owing 
to its having such a slight fall, tho min- 
ers wore unable to get to bedrock iiiid 
only skimiiieil ofl" the rims. (!. .McKin- 
iion siiys that a shaft was sunk by seven 
nu'ii, one working and two lioisting; the 
others wo';o washing and cutting lug- 
ging, the results ginng .'j;-10 to eaeli man 
per day. In l.Sir> Col. Wright, ropre- 
si'iitiiig the I'^)rty-Third Mining & Mill- 
ing Co., of Ottiiwa, secured tills prop- 
erty, and h;is siiont IjJlOO.tJOO ui) to date 
ill getting roaiiy to work. Everything 
is now r-ompleto with tho most mo(U'rii 
iiiaehinory, and all parties eonceriied aro 
confident of a good share in Oiiiineea 
gold next year. Lost creek, which be- 
longed to C. .MoKinnon, who worke<l it 
iu a primitive way, took out this sum- 
mer on an average $8 per day, and on 
his allowing an Qngltshman, Mr. Daw- 
sou hy name, to work for 37 hours, made 
the latter determined to secure this prop- 
erty. Ah a matter of fact, Mr. McKin- 
iion took out !i!15.75 on the bedrock Mr. 
Dawson was supposed to have cleaned 
up. 

Silver creek is now in the hands of a 
Vancouver syndicate, who secured it 
last summer. It has been carefully 
proRpectod and examined by experts, 
who say that it will average very high. 

'I'oni crook is so well known that .•my 
ooniment is nnnocossary. 

Vital creek has changed hands to a 
London syndionto for a good figure. 
Ver.v coarse gold is found lic'iv, also 
native copper and aquarite, an amalgam 
of mercury and silver — a very rare min- 
01 a 1. found only in one other part of the 
world. 

I'vans creek will bo worked by the St. 
Anthony Ex|)loralion Co., and great re- 
sults lire rxpectod from this crook. (Jtiite 
a stanipi'de from Alanson creek took 
place this year to this creek, and it is 
without a doubt very rich. 

Curry crook was worked by some 
Frenoh-d'atiadiaiis, wdio did well. 

Twenty-Mile creek is essentially an 
hyilraiilio jiropositioii, gold being very 
deep. 

Tho Ominoca river is now under (In' 
cousidoration of Mr. MaitJainl-Kersey 
as an hydraulic propositicui. h'ino gold 
is found on most of the bars in jiayiug 
(juaiitities, and as iiiucli as i^W a day 
has been made with a rocker. All bars 
oa (he h'tiidlay iiay well witli a rockor. 

Tlie Oscalinca has not been prospected 
much, but in the early days gold was 
taken from this river. 

The Stranger or Mcsalinca river has 
bai-s paying as high as $5 a day, hut lit- 
tle is yet known of the crooks running 
into it. 

The Inginica has also been made to 
pay, and pay well. It will be as well 
liere to say a few words about Nation 
river, some 70 miles south of Manson 
crook. A boom was attempted by cer- 
tain parties on Nation river, but tho re- 
turns fell very short of what was prom- 
ised—a result fully expected by those 
knowing tho country. 

But last fall men made from to .?1.T 
a day rocking on the bars. 

Quartz has not yet been prospected 
for, although several locations were made 
this year. There arc parts which look 
exceedingly premising, and lloat carry- 
ing gold, copper and galena is iiloiitifnl. 

\ t ronioiulous find of congloiiierate (o 
(ho north of Tatla lake was staked this 
year h.v a prominent exi>ert of Vancou- 
ver, which carries gold in jiaying quan- 
tities, oven for that country. A ver:/ 
largo vein of mica has also been staked 
out near Fort Craham. 

Tlie following coiiipanies will bo work- 
ing next year in Omiiioi-a district: The 
Forty-Third Mining & Milling company, 
of Ottawa; tho St. .\ntliouy h^xjilora- 
tioii Co.; an English syudicato on Vital 
<:r(M'k; Ihe Ominoca (Joiisolidated Min- 
ing Co., of Vic'toria; the California (!old 
it Silver Mining Co., of Naiiaimo; a 
syndicate represented by Messrs. Cotton 
and Koogh; Messrs. Purvis & Co., nn 
lyost creek; a Victoria syiidicJiio on 
Pete Toy's bar: Messrs. Lynos & Co., 
of Ashcroft; l Messrs, Jhn May and 
Jiyoiis. on , Tom creek; a A^mcouvor 
eyndleatc oh Silver creek; Mr. C. H. 
Biencmann, on tho Menallncn; besides 
mnny otliers. 

Tile Roverumont this year opened up 
an ofllce, with F. W. Vallcau, S. M., 
gold commissioner and mining recorder. 



The Hudson's Buy Co. have nlno do- 
te«ained to erect n huildijig and com- 
uiouco business in this district, which 
will be an immouso advantage. 

Several charters hnvo been obtained 
by inUucatiiU companies for tho building 
of a railway from Ashcroft or Kam- 
loops to iMuusoii creek, and iiiiodier from 
Vaiif'ouvor to HaKcltoa. Either of tli08« 
would b<> of groat help, .and , there is lit- 
tle doubt but (hat one of -^theae projects 
will go through. • '' 'i • 

A company is also in. possession of la 
cliarter to enable them to run a steam- 
boat from Qnesnelle to Tiitlii lake. In 
.-ill 11)0' travels over this district I have 
scon uo place fit for agricultaral pur- 
poses, but water, feed lor horses, and 
timber is plentiful, (hnno is also plon- 
tifid in places, but not iu ujiy v.'uy abun- 
dant, and tho prnspoetor can only count 
on jileaty of lish and bird.s. 

To give some idea of the iirospcctiug 
done iu tliu early days, it was eight 
years after A'ital crook was discovered 
lhat Tom oreek, only seven und u half 
miles distant, was found, 

Tho mining season opens in tho he- 
ginning of May, and closes on Septem- 
ber 30, Th(> climate is oxeollent, and 
111)110 i)C tho Kloiidiko liardshiiis are 
porion<:od. In (,'01101 usion I wish to point 
out very clearly tho fact that no man 
should como to this distri('t who expects 
to make a raiiiil cleau-up. 'Tho gold is 
d(>0|), but he who has a largo coiiijiany 
at ills back can safely dopond on secur- 
ing property wliieli will pay large divi- 
dends, as there is lots of ground to-duy 
whicii has never bud a pick or shovel in 
it, right in tlio gold bolt and with every 
dosirablo indicatifui of carrying the 
niiich covctod gold, Avhilo north there is 
plenty of ground on which white man 
bus never set foot. 

Tho country is reached from A.shcroft, 
on the C:iiia(lian I'aeilie railway, when 
good outfits con lie oblaiiieil. or from 
Victoria or \'aiiciiuvcr, via the Skoenii 
river to llazeltou, then packing iu some 
200 miles with horses— certainly the 
shortest and most pleasant way.

'in the district known as the Salmon 
valley, whicli is essentially one of small 
lioKli'ugs, parlicniar attention has been 
given to the production of fruit, especi- 
ally strawberries, which have been ship- 
ped us far east as Winnipeg in excel- 
lent condition. The valley is \\e 1 ad- 
apted lor fniit growing, and the orclmnis 
in bearing yielded good crops of fruit. 
'Xho position of the settlements on tlie 
main line of the C. P. R., with the ship- 
pin.? facilities consequent, are important 
factors in favor of the settlers, and are 
being used to good adviintJige. 

Tlie famous Cliiirnvack valley has once 
more demonstrated its superior advan- 
tages as a farming and fruit raising 
country ; immense yields of corn, clover 
aud other fodder crops have been raised 
and hiirvested. The silo is being largely 
us(>d, both for corn and clover, and 
opinions arc divided as to which crop is 
the better for feeding purposes, both snc- 
.•eeding so well. In one instance the 
vield of an aero of fresh cut clover was 
upwards of IS tons, as put into the sjlo. 
The farming of the district is lK|inB 
specialized in dairying and hog raismg, 
and probably the best specamens Of these 
animals in the province are located m 
llie valley. 

The production of fruit, in con3e(iuonce 
of the coming into bearing of many 
voung orchards, and the favpmble sea- 
sou for fruit has been probably doubled, 
and added many thousands of dollars to 
the year's returns. . 

On Vancouver Island the clearing of 
land for farming purposes has made en- 
couraging progroas. On the Saanich 
peninsula many fertile acres liave been 
added to the area under crop, and o.vten- 
sive under draining, cliieny with tiles 
made in the district, laid down, a per 
luancnt improvement of the most valu 
iiblc nature. The proximity of this dis- 
trict to a good home market, and the 
excellent roads running through it, fur- 
nish opportunities for the sale of high- 
class farm produce direct to the con- 
sumer, which are freely made use of to 
the advantage of all parties concerned. 

(Gordon Head distriift has made a iiumi; 
for itself as "the strawberry section., 
and the voung orchards prodiic(Ml_ this 
season some reninrUabty line fruit in ap- 
ples fnllv equal In the finest imported 
■fruit, liol'h in (luality and niipearanee. 

On Salt Spring Island also large_ addi- 
tions have luHMi made to the cultivable 
area bv clearing and draining, now S(?t- 
tlers with progressive ideas leadmg the 
wav ill these desirahle improvements. 
Kxteiisiv,> plantings of fruit trees liaye 
lu'cn made, cliielly in apples; the suit- 
nbilitv of the islaiul to the production of 
this fruit in great perfection has again 
been demonstrated, and shipments of 
choice, highly colored '"f f 

son are estimated as fiUly double that of 
aiiv orevions year. 

.Sneaking generally, the ordinary farm 
crops of grain, hay. etc, have been uni- 
foi-mly good, and in many districts un- 
nsuallv so, and were harvested in gooil 
condition. The extremely hot weather 
exijcrienced during a ixirtion of he sum- 
mer, just suited the deep, rich, mois 
soils of the Frnser valley and enabled 
them to mature maximum crops. 

The dairv iiuliistry has luMietitcd from 
Ho. operation of creameries at Ghilli- 



snmples command the highest market 
price. 

The area devoted to hop growing will 
lie considerably increased next spring; 
one well-known lirm of California deal- 
ers aud growers have leased some of the 
older yards, which had been neglected, 
with the intention of putting them in 
thorough order, besides planting out new 
vards on adjacent lamls; other growers 
iilso intend increasing their acrcagi-, ow- 
ing to the encouraging results achieved. 

Trices for farm i)ro luce, while not b.v 
any means high, ha>e still been well 
above the average cost of production, 
and owing to the oiiening of new mar- 
kets, the demand has been active fop l.U 
classes of iiru.luee.„ These facts and the 
excellent crops harvested have undoiint- 
eillv placed the farming community gen- 
erally ill a better position- than for some 
jeiirs past.

Indeed, 
is tlie hnrera secure from the visitation of 
any save Its owner, that, nlthongh tlic 
authorities of British India have all along 
bcca aware that large numbers of those 
many hundreds of young KnpdlBb women 
nnd little girls who disappeared during the 
great Sepoy mutiny of 1R.'>7 were and are 
still ilotalued ns Inmates of the zeiiiinas of 
rcnhjnhs, native dignitaries nnd rich mer- 
chants of Indln, they have never dared to 
inslltiito any search for these captives or 
to deliver them from the bondage In which 
they were liidd. This perliiips demon- 
strates better than anything (dsi< the de- 
gree to which the hareiiis of tbe Orient 
laivo reiualaed Impenetrable iiiysterles to 
Kuropeaiis. 

T'lider the cireumstaiiees It la not sur- 
prising tliat much Ignoranc'C should prevail 
111 the Occident concerning the true char.ic- 
ter of the women of the Orient, and, inas- 
iiiiieii as the sole knowledge ot their Indi- 
vhlunllty and of their Inlellcctnal capacity 
Is derived from the stories of women tour- 
ists, usually frivolous and only able to con- 
verse with the inmates of the barcms 
tiirongh interpreters, and from tiie rare 
and derogatory remarks of the male na- 
tives, who affect a profound contempt for 
the fair sex, It bna been taken for granted 
In this country, and likewise In Kurope. 
that the mental caliber of the Inmates of 
the sernglios Is exceedingly low nnd even 
degrndcd. An Oriental will never refer In 
polite society to bis harem, and it Is re- 
garded ns a breach of etirinctte to question 
him about the latter or even to Inquire after 
the health of Its Inmates, while tbe general 
tenor of his utterances concerning the 
weaker sex Is entirely In keeping with that 
Oriental legend according to. which the Ai- 
nilglity created woman not with a rib of 
Adam, but of tbe tall of d' cur. 

According to this story, which In a slight- 
ly dllTerent form Is current throughout Asia 
nnd the greater part of Africa, Ailnh, while 
sewing up tho side of Adam, nfter rcinnv- 
Ing the rib wiilcb was to serve an the basis 
for the construction ot Eve, had laid it 
down by ids .side on the grnss. A hungry 
yellow dog linpiiencd along and catching 
'sldit of till' rib seized It nnd bolted. Allah 
started in hot pursuit, and would have re 
covered the bone had not the tnil of tho 
deg given way, and remained in bis hand 
.tiist ns he managed to clntcli hold on It. 
Thanks to the fresh headway which the 
,.tir thus obtained. It was able to esc.ipe nnd 
to swallow the rib before being once more 
caught. Unwilling to deprive Adam of an- 
other bone, Allah resolved to use the dog s 
tali in lieu of the rib for the.constroctlon of 
Kve. nnd It Is alleged that It Is precisely 
because there Is so much of the caudal 
appendage ot the dog In the composition of 
woman that It jnst as Impossible for her 
to remain quiet for any length ot time as 
U Is to keep a dog's tnil from wagging. 

Yet no greater mistake c.-in P"/«"''y 
made than to set down tbe Inmates of ho 
harems of the Orient ns what the French 
are wont to term a "n^gllble nuantltj. 
Women ore the same nil the world over 
and they exercise just as much liiflueiice 
In the East ns they do In this country. In- 
deed, their influence is probably greater. 
For, whereas In Kurope, nnd esiieelally In 
America, pretty faces 

unsettle nnd distract ii man's att(;ntlons at 
everv step, la the Orient Infatuation Is 
restricted to the Inmates of 1,1s own harem, 
who hav,- nothing to fear from the wiles or 
charms of their friends or ncqunlntaiin s.

Ilcr hUBband, tl'.e late Khedive 
Tewllk, was altogether subject to her rule. 
■Whether this was owing to bis apprecia- 
tion ot her intellectual superiority, or due 
to fe.T r, I have never been able to discover. 
There Is reason, however, to believe that 
apprehension had something to do with it. 
For Ids wife took after her mothicr, a Jurk- 
isli itrfnccss who Is asserted to have prc- 
[^ented to her husband on a gol(2k!n salver 
I ho head ot one ot her odalisques that be 
iiad ventured to admire, and who then hail 
him fastened up In a sack and pitclied 
into those switfiy llowing waters of the 
liosporus which have witnessed so many 
tragedies of the same kind. Khedive lew- 
nk did not relish the idea of slmrlirs the 
fate of his tnther-ln-iaw, and clilcny on 
this necount restricted his affcetloiis ex- 
clusively to the Kliedlvlah Instead ot tak- 
ing the usual nunibcr ot wives allowed by 
Mohammed and niling bis harem with love- 
ly slaves. It W03 this too that led liira to 
obey so Impricltiy her advice, which Is 
accountable for the somewhat suspicious 
role which he displayed nt the time of the 
Arnbl Insurrection ot 1.S82. Owing to tne 
fact tliat the Khndlvlah had some near and 
dear relatives among the lenders of the 
rebellino against the Europeans, she In- 
duced her husband to favor their enu.se ns 
much as possible, nnd his loyalty to Eng 
land was In consequence to such nn ex- 
tent ouestioned In London that in 1.S8 . 
Lord Randolph Chmehiil demnndod I n 
tiarllnment that he should be.dcposed. 

With the advent of Lord Cromer to 
Cairo, however, matters there underwent a 
change. The Khedlvlnh, who Is an ex- 
tremely stout woman, entertnined the 
warnie'st nflectlon for the late Lady Cro- 
mer: the hitler had befriended her at 
times during the ndgn ot Isiiinill, when 
no one dared to visit Tewllk's pahico for 
fear ot liiecrrlag the disiileasure of Ills 
f itlier. who was eager to put him out of 
tbe way. and who hated lilm. The Kha- 
dlvlnh never fori:ot the kindness of Lady 
Cromer ((Mrs. Baring, ns she w"*" then) 
In those dnvs ot her peril nnd of loneliness. 
Halt of Kiiedlve Tewlik was Inrgcly dne 
from ISfil on beeiiiiie the distlmmlshed 
to the trli'ndshln of the Khedlvlnh for 
Lady Cromer and the kindly, healthy In- 
lluence which the latter exercised In the 
vice regal hiircm. , , 

Ladv Cromer, however, found It Im- 
nosslble to establish relations of the same 
kind with ttie wife of the present Khedive, 
a potentate whom she bad known from 
babvl'ooil. and on the snbjeet ot whose In- 
tnnt Ills she lind oftentimes been consult- 
ed bv his mother. His consort Is not a 
aigldv educated Turkish ^Brent woman, 
like the widowed Khedlvlnh. but a former 
rdallsque. or slave, who was merely raised 
bv her husband to the rank nt wife be- 
ranse she was the llrst woman of his 
scriiiillo to aflord hliii the .toys of father- 
hood. She is a rebillvely Ignorant wnmnn, 
possesse<I ot no Intellect or breeding, and

GOOD OLD CABIBOO. 

'An Bxtraordlnary Amount of Work 
Being Done in tliu Panioua 
District. 

Of Oiiriboo much lias Ixm'u writlcu 
.siiici! tlie oarly iliiys oC lSo8. H(';;iii- 
iiing witli the Oiirly disL'ovcvios on Hill's 
Bur in tlu; autumn oC thiit your, cniioL' 
loud aCtor fiinou load oC iirospoctors 
pushed their way up the rapid Ifrasor 
juid to the junction of the swift running 
Quesnelle with the Frasor, up that river 
to the Forks, a matter ot about CO miles, 
there again diriding, some going by the 
North Fork and across the mountains 
by Kcithloy and over different creeks 
and gwlehes lyinp; on Ihiit side of the 
Bald mountain range, while another i)()r- 
tion of the gold hunters followed up llie 
south fork past what is known as the 
Cariboo mine, Dancinpr Bill's jruleh, and 
on up and across to the Ilorselly, where 
rich discoveries were made each year 
eclipsini; those of the previous year, un- 
til finally Williams' crock was struck in 
1SG2, and durins the licy-dey of pros- 
perity there were probably Itl.OdO min- 
ers inininK within 1110 miles of l^arker- 
ville, and most of thom within a radius 
of a few miles: rich liiKfjiuKs, easily 
worked, have since become less freely 
frmnd. Men can no li)ii(?er take a 
thousand dollars from a foot of bedrock, 
as was done many times in the early 
days on Williams crcclc; no longer is it 
possible to take out, as Ihcy did on the 
DiUary claim, 104 pounds in one shift 
of 10 hours by two men. 

Prospectors are a roaming, iino.nsy 
class, and if they do not find what they 
were looking for in one section, will in 
most cases strike out in another direc- 
tion; and so it was in Cariboo. Soon 
canoe load" after canoe load wer(> work- 
ing their way up the Frascr. across Cis- 
cqmbs' portage, into tlie Omineca, l'ea(M' 
liver, and up the Findlay branch to the 
rich discoveries of Cassiar, which fol- 
lowed the discovery in Omineea by a 
few seasons. A recent rich discovery in 
northern Cassiar, the Atlin lake country 
of to-day. goes to prove still more what 
has been insisted on by minim: men 
knowing the country, that British Col- 
umbia is indeed a land of gold. 

The Cariboo of to-day is full of prom- 
ise. Never since early days has there 
been the determined effort, the con<'en- 
tration of eapit.'il, and the gathering to- 
gether of mining men of ability as are 
now found enrolled among the (Jnriboo 
mining men. The gold is tlioro, and 
eapital has at hist been found to join 
issues with nature and bring forth the 
liiddeu treasure. 

tlORSEFLY. 
Of the work being done for the past 
12 months in Cariboo, mention will first 
be made of the llorscfly, wliicli is reach- 
ed either from the lOS-^Iile House, on 
the Cariboo road, or from the l.")0-JIilo 
House, lying as it does about -1.") miles 
from the 150, to the right. This great 
gold-bearing section has been more 
thorouglily prosix'cted within the past 
few months by the Miocene Gold min- 
ing company tlian has ever been done 
before by any or all of the mining com- 
panies operating in the Horsefly, for it 
Inis been done at a deptli and in a direc- 
tion which, if the theory, backed by 
the proof that Senator Campbell, their 
superintendent, advances, be true, then 
an enormous system of old channels will 
bo opened up to the woild, and will help 
again to populate Cariboo as in the 
days of 1862. A shaft sunk by the 
Miocene Mining company to a depth of 
250 feet on their ground, on one of the 
old . channels of the Horsefly, then sunk 
lOO feet through the bedrock, thou 
drifted out a matter of 75 feet until 
gravel was again encountered, then a 
continued sinking of an incline another 
50 feet, found the company, while not 
at the bottom of the old channel which 
they sought, yet not far from it. An 
enormous amount of alluvial gravel was 
here found, and pans running from 30 
ponts to in gold were taken o>it, this 
Ixnng only on the rim rock, not in the 
deepest ground. Owing to a lack of 
preparations for deep work, it was not 
then possible to sink this incline deeper, 
l)ut so thoroiighly satisfied were the 
company with the showing made that 
.?40,000 was immcdintely subscribed 
among themselves, it being a close cor- 
poration, and Senator Campbell was in- 
structed to or. once sink a triple com- 
partment 5x15 foot working shaft, the 
sight for which he has selected at a 
point about 2,000 feet further down the 
valley than where his previous work 
was done. An enormous shaft house, 
75x80 feet, is erected and nearly com- 
pleted. The triple compartment shaft is 
started, and gangs of men arc pushing 
it' steadily down. If he meets with no 
bad luck. Senator Campbell hopes by 
next July to have this immense working 
shaft on bedrock, and by raising and 
sluicing the rich dcjiosits from this old 
channel, which is no less than 1,000 feet 
in width. Dawson, Selwyn, Hdbsoii 
and Campbell all agree that this im- 
mense channel was at one lime an old 
bed of the Fraser wlien it cai-ried Ibe 
waters also of the (}iiesnellc, the Cli'ar- 
water, and perhaps the North T'ldnip- 
son. 

Much work has been done in other 
parts of the Horselly, and a ln-stainp 
mill has been running most of tlie lime 
this season on the ccnieiil ilcimsits alnnj; 
the banks of the Horselly river. This 
cement is irri'gula.r in its richness, and 
so far the company have not met with 
the success they had hoped for, but arc 
still sangnine of ultimate good results. 

The Horselly Gold Mining company, 
with its hydraulic elevators, successfully 
operated for the past two seasons, ;ire 
shdy^ing up ground that runs' very rich 
in gold. Individual pans have been 
taken out of the rich part of their 
g^tflSd containing more Ihiui in 
■gold. 

':\: There are many other locations in the 
'Horsefly country and considerable work 
has bepn done on some of them, but none 
areas yet producing. The opening up of 
thO' old channel by the Miocene, is suc- 
cessful, will give employment to thous- 
ands of men and that particular section 
of the Horselly is not by any means the 
only one in the opinion of mining men 
that contains old channels rich in gold. 
tJIIESNELl JO FOBKS. 
The work done by the Cariboo Hy- 
draulic has been ehroniclcd from time 
to time (luring the season. It is siitll- 
ciont to say that llieir work is being 
intelligently and steadily advanced and 
from the state of chaos that existed four 
years ago an enormous and very valuable 
iivdraulic mine with all its pnrapheriiii- 
liii has been evolved. In the> bottom of 
the old clinnnci now from six to eight 
feet of gravel has been exposed, running 
from .?2.00 to .$10.00 to the pan. The 
mine pays froni top to bottom and of 
oourso the rich pay gravel is lower down 



on the start being handicapped by old 
Chinese dumps, shortage of water, lack 
of roads and various other things it has 
tjiken several years to get this mine 
where It now is and much yet remains 
to be done. They have now probably 
the most elaborate water system of any 
mine on earth, thirty-one miles of ditch- 
es, immense reservoirs, their ditches be- 
ing 11 feet wide on top, ■ 7- feet on the 
bottom and three feet in depth.' Now 
that the Moorehead ditch is completed 
and their dams in place their water snj)- 
ply will be about double, but there is 
more yet to do before the system will 
be completed. Still within the next 15 
years the output from this mine will 
not be less than half a million dollars a 
year, and ground enough in sight for 
100 years to come. A largo expenditure 
of English capital on the dam across 
the lower end of tJuosncUc Jake was con- 
tinued during the season of 18t)S and a 
trial run of a few days had during fall. 
The jibsoliUe r(!sultii are not as yet made 
public but probably will soon be .is it is 
an English stock company and the re- 
sults will bo published. 

Of the work, the onginoerijig and man- 
agement in general has appariMilly been 
perfected and the enoniions gates can 
be raised and lowered at will and have 
amply proven the engineer's report to ho

THE ATLIN DISCOVEUIES. 



A New 



Goldfield in tho Northern Part 
of the Province. 



Without doubt the most remarkable 
event of the yeitr 1808 in the mining in- 
dustry of British Columbia was the dis- 
covery of placer gold in the northern part 
of the province in what is already known 
througiiout the world as the Atlin coun- 
try. The first reports reached A'icloria. 
on August wiien passengers return- 
ing from till,' north on (he steamer Cot- 
tagi! t'ily told of wonderfully rich plac'cr 
gold liuds which had been made in a 
new district iu British Columbia, near 
the head of Taku Ann, on Pine crock, a 
little stream emiitying into Atlin lake. 
The news had roacluHl Skagway about 
.August ,^), and the sight of gold dust in 
evidence of tlie discovery ho excited the 
people ot the (Jiiteway Cify (hat Klon- 
dike was forgotten, and (here was a 
rush to Atlin that for a time depopu- 
lated the. little town. For a time all 
sorts of contradictory rumors were 



have jiiade the (riii from salt water to 
-\tliu in two days. During the present 
year the White I'ass railway will be ex- 
tended to Bennett, and then what is al- 
ready an easy route will still bo moro 
favorable and no doubt a favorite with 
tourists as well as gold iniiuu-s. The 
outlook is that at least 15,000 people 
will go into the Atlin country this spring, 
iiiul many parties arc already" prejiaring 
to go in next month without waiting for 
navigation to open. The climate is by no 
means severe, very similar to rjiistern 
Ontario, and llie country is open, with 
gocKl feed for animals, and lias a ))iirk- 
like appearance. Hundreds of claims 
have- bci'ii staked out, and as extensive 
preparations have been made for opening 
them out, the outimt of gold for ISD'J 
will undoubtedly be large. Everywhere 
that development work has boon done, 
good results have been met, and authen- 
tic reports have been reached of men 
taking out $100 to the man and rarely 
'less than $25 to the man, and this with 
aDullnuccs of the crudest kind, for the 
finds were made so late that proper pre- 
parations for systematic working had to 
bo left over till spring. 

As a ri'siilt of the favorable reports 
received from reliable soiirccs, capitalists 
have (al;e]i a considerable interest in 
Atlin, and a number of heavy doals were 
rccenlly reported in Victoria besides 
claims changing hands in Ijuslern Can- 
ada. The output of tho Atlin district is 
reported to have been $1,50,000 in the 
short lime lliat work was in progress 
last fall. 

It must not he forgotten that tho Atlin 
district is not conlined to placer ground, 
for though little attention has yet been 
paid to the quartz veins, some very fine 
lodges' have been- discovered of free-mill- 
ing ore that assays well.

\\'ork has been systejiatically carried on.
